Seafront enhancement scheme 
could be massive boost to town 


MULTI-MILLION POUND INVESTMENT TO INCREASE TOURISM AND TRADE 



TOURISM and town centre trade could 
be given a big boost if the multi-million 
pound Seaton seafront enhancement 
scheme is given the green light. 

Seaton Town Council has submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to redevelop Fisherman’s Gap 
and the Esplanade area of Seaton. 

A central feature of the plan is to create a 
square at Fisherman’s Gap, which will act as “a 
lively and central hub visible from most loca¬ 
tions on the seafront”. 

The western end of the Esplanade will see the 
creation of seven food/retail huts. 

The aim of the overall scheme is to “encour¬ 
age movement between Seaton’s key attrac¬ 
tions, benefitting local businesses and the local 
economy”. 

Seaton mayor Cllr Marcus Hartnell said: “It 
has taken many years for the council to get this 
scheme to the planning stage, and I should like 
to thank councillors past and present for their 
contribution and perseverance. 

“I would now urge members of the public to 
have their say on these proposals as they in-

elude some quite major changes to our seafront 
including parking, bus stops and pedestrianisa- 
tion.” 

Part of the planning application said: “The 
creation of an inviting and attractive pedestri¬ 
anised public realm for visitors and local peo¬ 
ple will build on recent development targeted 
at increasing tourist numbers and will encour¬ 
age visitors to spend more time in Seaton.” 
The key elements of the proposed scheme are: 

• Enhancement of the seafront and creation 
of a new fully accessible public realm area 
to the beach; 

• Pedestrianisation of the existing esplanade 
from Fisherman’s Gap to the junction with 
Beach Road; 

• Alterations to the highways layout; 

• Demolition of the existing dilapidated 
moridunum building and replacement 
with a new building; 

• A new public square for events; 


• New public toilets; 

• A new seaside village with seasonal beach 
huts; 

• New planting, street furniture, resurfacing 
and improved lighting. 

Almost 400 people took part in a public consul¬ 
tation exercise in 2015, and the town council 
has since worked on a proposal based on public 
input. 

Getting planning permission was essential as 
it is not possible to apply for certain grants 
without it. 

The total cost has not been given, but during 
the 2015 public consultation, then Seaton 
Mayor Tony Woodman described it as “a multi¬ 
million pound” project. 

Town clerk Amy Tregellas said: “Members of 
the public are very welcome to visit the council 
offices at Marshlands in Harbour Road, Mon¬ 
day to Friday from 9am to 2pm to look at the 
plans. Any comments need to be with East 
Devon District Council by March 28th.”

Big turnout for public meeting 
called over hospital bed closures 


COLYFORD Memorial Hall was packed for East 
Devon Alliance’s (EDA) public meeting last Sat¬ 
urday to fight the decision to close hospital beds 
in Seaton and elsewhere in East Devon. 

The main purpose of the meeting was to iden¬ 
tify ways of trying to overturn the decision 
made by NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group. 

Independent county councillor Claire Wright 
was the guest speaker. 

She was recently successful in tabling a mo¬ 
tion that Devon County Council should demand 
a list of assurances from the CCG, or request 
that Secretary of State for Health Jeremy Hunt 
gets involved if no assurances materialise. 

The stage also featured EDA leader Dr Cathy 
Gardner and EDA county council candidates 
Paul Arnott, Martin Shaw and Paul Hayward. 

The latest wave of bed cuts came when the 
CCG announced a decision to reduce the num¬ 
ber of community hospital beds in East Devon 
from 143 to 72, including every bed in Seaton 
and Honiton. 

This is in addition to previous bed closures in 
Axminster and Ottery. 

But there is a strong feeling that the public 
consultation exercise was flawed, and that the 
CCG decision was not in the best interest of the 
health service in the area. 

Those attending the meeting in Colyford in¬ 
cluded campaigners who have fought to save 
beds in Ottery, Honiton and Axminster.

The possibility of seeking a judicial review 
was discussed, with most seeming to prefer in¬ 
dividual judicial review applications from each 
affected town rather than one for all. 

The cost for a judicial review was estimated 
at anything from £10,000 to £30,000. 

Many of those present blamed The Health and 
Social Care Act 2012 for current problems. 

Dr Gardner, for example, said: “It abolished 
the NHS as we knew it.” 

Axminster town councillor Jeremy Walden, 
who will stand as a Labour candidate for 
Axminster in the forthcoming county council 
election, said: “There is no point writing to 
your MP [Neil Parish], he is no good at all. He 
voted for this act.” 

But when the CCG decision was announced, 
Mr Parish reacted angrily. He said: “I can’t hide 
my disappointment at this decision. The CCG 
have bulldozed through these proposals after a 
sham consultation.” 

He met with Secretary of State for Health 
Jeremy Hunt on Monday, March 13th, after 
which his office issued a statement saying: 
“Neil made clear to Jeremy Hunt the unique 
circumstances of healthcare in Devon and en¬ 
suring the local NHS is held to account on its 
decisions. 

“This includes ensuring that all healthcare 
performance is maintained in the region and 
that patient experience is not diminished if any 
beds are removed.” 

It is understood that Mr Parish has also met 
with those involved with the fight to save beds 
in Axminster. 

The EDA meeting in Colyford lasted for about 
90 minutes and it was decided to put pressure 
on town and parish councils, and East Devon 
District Council to oppose the bed closure deci¬ 
sion. 

An action plan will be finalised in about two 
weeks’ time when it is known where town and 
parish councils, and other interested parties 
stand. 

It was also agreed to support campaign group 
Save Our Hospital Services’ ‘More Fool Them - 
You Can’t Fool Us Day’ on Saturday, April 1st. 

Lines of protestors dressed in red will be 
formed outside a string of hospitals including 
Seaton (10am), Honiton (11am) and Ottery 
(2pm).

Job Seekers Allow¬ 
ance, Income Support 
or Child Tax Credit. 

The rollout of the 
Government initia¬ 
tive was met with 
public backlash. 

In February MPs 
launched an official 
investigation into the 
benefits system after 
evidence showed 
thousands were fac¬ 
ing eviction over de¬ 
lays in the payment. 

However, Turn2us 
says that some pri¬ 
vate renters who are 
seeking help, who are 
told that they don’t 
qualify for housing 
benefit, are not aware 
that they could be eli¬ 
gible for Universal 
Credit. 

The charity says 
that the problem is 
with private renters 
who aren’t receiving 
means-tested benefits 
not being signposted 
clearly to the fact that 
they could receive 
support via Universal 
Credit. 

It is feared that, 
when eligible people 
do eventually become 
aware that they can 
apply, the six week 
wait for Universal 
Credit will mean that 
many will be vulnera¬ 


ble to falling in to ar¬ 
rears or further ar¬ 
rears and may lose 
their home. 

The charity says 
that the delay in 
claiming can be com¬ 
pounded by the pay¬ 
ment of the housing 
costs element of Uni¬ 
versal Credit being 
held up. 

Turn2us says that a 
key issue is that 
many people who are 
eligible for Universal 
Credit are not aware 
that they are eligible 
for it at all and miss 
out on the support 
that could help them 
with housing costs. 

Another issue to 
people claiming Uni¬ 
versal Credit to help 
with housing costs 
is that the claim 
often requires a con¬ 
firmation from a land¬ 
lord to the amount of 
rent. 

Encouraging strug¬ 
gling renters to seek 
help, Simon Hopkins, 
Chief Executive of 
Turn2us, said: “It is 
crucial to seek help if 
you are struggling to 
pay your rent. 

“Support is avail¬ 
able and while you 
might not always be 
eligible, it is impor¬ 
tant to check what 


you are entitled to so 
that you do not miss 
out on help that you 
could be receiving. 

“This is particularly 
the case if that help 
could mean the differ¬ 
ence between going 
into arrears or not.” 


SOUTH Somerset Careline - the emergency re¬ 
sponse system for people who need reassurance 
that help is at hand at the push of a button - has 
secured a further £5,000 in funding from Devon 
& Somerset Fire & Rescue Service to work in 
partnership to improve home safety. 

The grant has been awarded to increase safety 
in the homes of South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil’s Careline customers. 

In 2015, Careline was awarded an initial grant 
to help pay for the installation of smoke alarms 
in customers’ homes. 

In the past year, 156 people were referred to 
the fire service for a Home Safety Visit. A total 
of 149 free smoke detectors which link directly 
to Careline’s control centre were installed. 

A direct link to Careline ensures customers 
will always receive an immediate response in 
the case of smoke or fire. 

The new funding will enable Careline to con¬ 
tinue to support vulnerable people by installing 
a further 250 smoke detectors directly into peo¬ 
ple’s homes. 

Station manager Matt Evans, from Devon & 
Somerset Fire & Rescue Service, said: “We are 
really pleased to be working so successfully in 
partnership with South Somerset Careline. 

“Working together we will continue to help 
vulnerable people in our community to make 
their homes safer.” 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, Portfolio Holder for 
Careline, said: “We are extremely grateful to 
the Devon & Somerset Fire & Rescue Service 
for the further funding they have put in to this 
fantastic initiative. 

“Ensuring more residents of South Somerset 
have smoke alarms installed is a job well done 
and increases the safety of our residents.” 

Careline is an emergency response system for 
people who need reassurance that help is at 
hand at the push of a button 24 hours a day, 365 
days of the year. 

The service provides an emergency alarm 
pendant that can be worn at all times, which 
links to the local control centre where emer¬ 
gency staff are on hand to answer calls. 

A free demonstration in the home can be of¬ 
fered and, if happy with the service, staff can 
connect and set up the unit immediately.

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Switch to LED after green grant helps local firm slash lighting bills 


AN Axminster company slashed its lighting 
bill by close to £3,500 year with the help of a 
business fund grant. 

Bosses at Air Control Industries are very 


pleased and are encouraging other businesses 
to follow suit. 

The full LED lighting system cost £15,000, but 
Air Control Industries received a financial con¬ 


tribution of almost £4,000 from the Carbon 
Trust Green Business Fund. 

Apart from saving money, the new lighting 
has led to a reduction of downtime, mainte¬ 


nance and CO 2 emissions. 

The savings made mean that the system will 
have ‘paid for itself in just over two-and-a-half 
years. 

“It’s one of those improvements that makes 
sense from every angle,” said Nick Wilson, 
purchasing manager at Air Control Industries. 

“When SunGift Energy reviewed our site and 
showed us the money we would save, the re¬ 
duction in downtime for repairing broken stan¬ 
dard lights, and the concentration benefits for 
our staff, switching from standard lighting to 
LED was the obvious choice. 

“Lighting is a huge overhead for us, but now 
our annual costs will reduce from approxi¬ 
mately £5,000 per year to £1,500 per year. 

“That’s a huge reduction - £42,000 over the ex¬ 
pected lifespan of the lights. I’d advise any 
business that has considerable lighting costs to 
make the switch,” he added. 

Before installing the new lights, SunGift En¬ 
ergy carried out a thorough analysis of Air 
Control Industries’ lighting requirements. 

The company, which manufacturers indus¬ 
trial fans and blowers, was using just over 
50,000 kWh of electricity per year, but its new 
lighting will reduce this to less than 16,000 kWh 
per year. 

“Like many other manufacturing companies, 
Air Control Industries relies on constant light¬ 
ing in their facilities,” said LED lighting spe¬ 
cialist Fred Thomson from SunGift Energy.” 

He added: “Perhaps even more important 
than the cost savings, though, is the improve¬ 
ment to their working environment. 

LED lighting is bright and more powerful, 
runs much cooler than traditional lights, and 
its clarity helps employees work more accu¬ 
rately and focus without straining their eyes. 

“They’re also ideal for workers who get 
headaches and migraines in environments that 
use traditional ‘flickering’ lighting.” 

The Carbon Trust Green Business Fund can 
provide up to £10,000 capital contribution to¬ 
wards LED lighting.

New home for kestrels at Seaton Wetlands 


THE Countryside team at Seaton Wet¬ 
lands was inspired by colleagues in 
America when choosing a new kestrel 
box. 

East Devon District Council’s Seaton 
Wetlands is a popular breeding ground 
for kestrels and features several boxes. 

The boxes are mounted high on poles 
and challenging to check, clean and re¬ 
pair. 

Site manager James Chubb said: 
‘’Each year checking the kestrel boxes 
is a tough task, so I set out to find an 


easier way to access them and came 
across a great example in America of 
kestrel boxes attached to a winch." 

With the help of three volunteers, the 
Countryside rangers have taken down 
one of the old boxes and replaced it 
with a new box, which was made by 
the Seaton Wetlands volunteers. 

The new box, which is attached to a 
winch, is much easier and safer to ac¬ 
cess, enabling the bird-box volunteers 
to attach nest-cams to the box and to 
bring the box down for cleaning at the 
end of the nesting season. 


Mr Chubb continued: “Seaton Wet¬ 
lands provides a great habitat for hun¬ 
gry kestrels and their chicks. 

“It's a species that has suffered dra¬ 
matic population declines in recent 
years. 

‘’The new design of kestrel box 
makes checking for evidence of 
kestrels and their chicks much more 
straight forward and we’re looking for¬ 
ward to installing a nest-cam and 
hopefully sharing lots of nesting and 
feeding activity with visitors to the 
Wetlands.”

■ AS WE look forward to warmer weather, 
could I appeal to people to be aware that sea¬ 
sonal change means that, along with other 
wild birds, gulls will soon be thinking about 
nesting. 

There is free information and advice from 
EDDC, and adverts now appearing in local 
papers from local companies with expertise 
on measures to dissuade gulls from roof¬ 
nesting. But preventative measures need to 
be thought about now. 

Every year, once the gulls have made their 
presence felt, complaints abound, together 
with calls for ‘something to be done’ (i.e. for 
gulls to be culled, mostly from those who 


take no interest in nature or the seasons or 
the behaviour of wild creatures). 

The problem of gulls nesting in towns has 
taken years to become established, thanks to 
human behaviour of lazy food-waste dis¬ 
posal and non-stop eating outside. 

Gulls will only risk setting up home where 
there is a reliable food supply. 

It’s only human behaviour which will 
eventually reverse the problem, as we’re the 
ones with the necessary thinking skills. 

The gulls are just hungry.

History is normally written 
by the victors but it was the 
victims who wrote about the 
Viking raids as recorded in 
the Anglo-Saxon Chronicles. 

The 8th and 9th centuries 
were a stable period in En¬ 
glish history with a hierar¬ 
chical society, where wom¬ 
en, among other things could 
own land - a right they lost 
after the Norman Invasion. 

During the Anglo-Saxon 
times the Norsemen sailed to 
Greenland, Iceland and 
America; some went East to

flexibility, and with a small 
draught they were able to 
come on the beach and take 
monasteries and inhabitants 
by surprise.

Unfortunately the Vikings 
won the day but until Victo¬ 
rian times the vicar of Pin¬ 
hoe received 16 shillings, in 
retrospect.

A tax was levied on 
landowners to buy off the 
Danish invaders. It was 
known as the Danegeld and 
consisted of silver, which 
was mined in Cornwall and 
Wales.

My journey from Southleigh to Soweto 


I OCCASIONALLY give a talk 
to local organisations about 
my 50 years in newspapers 
and people are always intrigued 
by the name I give it - ‘From 
Southleigh to Soweto’. 

Well, Southleigh was one of the first 
villages I visited as a young reporter 
working for the Western Times & Gazette 
to report on Southleigh Fayre - still 
very much a part of village life, I am 
pleased to say. 

All I can remember about my first visit 
in Southleigh in 1965 was that it was a 
glorious summer afternoon making me 
think “there can’t be many better jobs 
than this”. 

Little did I realise in those idyllic days 
that many years later my career would 
take me to Soweto, the township on the 
outskirts of Johannesburg in South 
Africa where 1.2 million people were 
housed in the most appalling conditions. 

By this time I was working for Inde¬ 
pendent Newspapers, the global media 
company owned by Tony O’Reilly, one of 
the world’s most charismatic business¬ 
men. 

Tony, already a sporting hero in South 
Africa because of his exploits as a mem¬ 
ber of the British Lions rugby team, had 


befriended Nelson Mandela and had ac¬ 
quired the main group of local newspa¬ 
pers in South Africa, including The 
Sowetan, which had a huge daily circu¬ 
lation. 

I was in South Africa to explore how it 
might be possible to extend our portfolio 
of sporting titles, which we had launch¬ 
ed in the UK, and was invited to a foot¬ 
ball match between local rivals Kaizer 
Chiefs and Orlando Pirates.. 

It was an unbelievable experience with 
a huge crowd, the biggest I had ever 
seen. During the game there were three 
shootings, none of which were aimed at 
the referee, much to everyone’s surprise 
as he had a nightmare. 

I was also fortunate to spend some 
time in South Africa for the 1995 Rugby 
World Cup as I was writing Rob An¬ 
drew’s World Cup Diary. 

We gave Rob a recording device and a 
camera for him to record his thoughts 
and take informal photographs through¬ 
out England’s campaign. 

I collected the tape and transcribed his 
notes at the end of each day. 

It was a wonderful occasion, superbly 
hosted by South Africa who went on to 
deservedly win the tournament. 

I stayed in the same hotel in Johannes¬ 
burg with the Western Samoans and 
joined them each morning for breakfast.

I’ve never seen blokes eat so much! 

It was fascinating being so close to the 
England set-up during a tournament of 
this magnitude, the effort which went 
into making sure the players were not 
bored and the dedication of the players, 
particularly fly-half Rob Andrew who 
returned to the training ground every 
afternoon to practice his goal-kicking. 

It was Andrew, of course, who nailed a 
drop goal on the stroke of full-time to 
beat Australia. 

The 1995 tournament, of course, will be 
remembered by many for the sight of 
Nelson Mandela, wearing a Springboks’ 
rugby shirt, walking out onto the pitch 
to present the Web Ellis Cup to 
the South African captain Francois 
Pienaar. 

I found my first visit to Johannesburg 
very intimidating and rarely strayed 
outside my hotel at night, but after vis¬ 
its to Durban and Cape Town I came to 
appreciate what a fascinating and beau¬ 
tiful country it is despite its many prob¬ 
lems. 

My years with Independent Newspa¬ 
pers, based in London, provided me 
with many unique and exciting experi¬ 
ences, some of which I shall recount 
later in this series. 

Tony O’Reilly was an inspirational 
boss for whom I have a greatest respect. 


The company held an annual con¬ 
ference at which O’Reilly’s senior 
newspaper managers from around 
the world had to make a presenta¬ 
tion on their business. 

The first one I attended was in 
Monte Carlo for the grand prix 
weekend and, as I was the new boy, 
I was invited to sit at Tony’s table 
for the welcoming lunch. 


The pink Grimaldi Palace was 
shimmering on the clifftop and 
Tony turned to me and said: “Do 
you know Philip, the day before 
Princess Grace was killed I was 
having lunch with her up there.” 

Suddenly it seemed a very long 
way from Anning Road (the council 
house estate where I grew up and 
where I still live).

ALTHOUGH I like to keep our news room at 
Pulman's View as traditional as possible, they 
are very different places to where I first started 
out. To be honest, I've worked in some dreadful 
holes over the years. 

My first newspaper office was in High Street, 
Honiton, over Arthur Dimond's shop. It was just 
two dingy rooms, painted in brown, a darkroom 
for photographer Courtenay Harris and a two- 
desk space for the reporters and one telephone. 
There was a sink in one corner, which was 
covered with a wooden cover. 

Most small town newspaper offices were very 
similar. 

They were known as district offices. Today 
there are very few of these with most 
newspaper groups operating from a central 
location, often on out-of-town trading sites. 
That's a great shame because a local office 
enabled people to speak direct to a reporter 
if they had a story to tell. 

Today, reporters are pretty well chained to 
their desks. I know of some newspaper groups 
who do not encourage their reporters to go out 
of the office. 

Reporters used to be encouraged to get out 
on their patch if they had nothing to do. A 
tour around the villages would often fill an 
afternoon, stopping off at the local vicarage for 
a cup of milky tea and a chat to the Vicar about 
what was happening in his parish. 

One job we all hated was standing at church 
doors taking the names of the mourners. If it 
was the funeral for one of the good and the 
great, there could be hundreds of them and 
woe betide if you spelt their name wrong as 
more than likely you would bump into one or 
other of them the day the paper came out.

BAKED WITH LOVE

MOTHERS don't want fancy presents, or 
even flashy, treat meals (though she 
probably wouldn't object!). Ask most 
mums what they'd like on Mothering 
Sunday (March 26, in case it's not on 
your calendar) and it's likely to be 'time 
with the family'. 

So book yourself a bake off, make a cake 
and turn up in time for afternoon tea. It's 


guaranteed to make everyone happy. 

(And if your mum's not around, bake a 
cake anyway, pop a bottle of bubbles in 
her honour and sink your teeth into a de¬ 
licious slice of naughtiness.) 

These three spectacular bakes from 
blogger and baker to the stars, Georgia 
Green (www.georgias-cakes.co.uk), are 
made for mums. 


GEORGIA'S OMBRE CAKE 


For the cake: 

250g butter 
250g caster sugar 
250g self raising flour 
200g eggs (about 4) 
Itsp vanilla extract 


For the buttercream: 

500g icing sugar 
150g softened butter 
60ml milk 
1 vanilla pod 
Pink food colouring 


To decorate (optional): 

Fresh fruit macarons 
Meringue kisses 
White chocolate shards 
Strawberries 
Flowers 


What to do: 

To make the cake, melt the butter then 
mix together with the caster sugar. Add 
the eggs and mix through, then the flour 
and vanilla until incorporated. 

Divide equally into two six-inch cake 
tins and bake at 180C for 30-40 minutes, 
until they are cooked through. 

For the buttercream, beat together the 
icing sugar, butter and milk and add the 
seeds from the vanilla pod. Keep beating 
until the mixture is light and fluffy. 

Once the cakes have cooled, cut into 
two layers so you have a total of four lay¬ 
ers of cake. 

Put the first layer onto a cake board or 
plate with a little buttercream under¬ 
neath so it doesn't slip. Pipe or spread 
some buttercream onto the layer of cake 
and sandwich another on top. Repeat 
until you get to the last cake, being sure 
to turn the final layer upside down, so 
the top is the flat part from the cake tin. 

Smother buttercream over the whole 
layered cake and scrape away the excess 
(this is called crumb coating). 

Refrigerate or freeze for 20 minutes 
until the buttercream has hardened. 

In a separate bowl, mix a couple of 
heaped tablespoons of buttercream with 



some food colouring to get a dark 
colour. Spread a thin layer of the 
coloured buttercream around the bot¬ 
tom of the cake. 

Add some more white buttercream to 
the coloured one to make a lighter 
shade, and spread it on the cake just 
above the layer you just did. Repeat until 
you get to the top, where you want to 
spread white buttercream on the top 
layer and the top of the cake. Use a 
scraper or palate knife to go around the 
cake, smooth out the sides and you 
should achieve the ombre effect. 

Even out the top of the cake so it's flat 
and decorate with fruit, flowers and 
sweet treats, or however you like!

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Caring for your pet's teeth 


LIKE humans, cats and dogs have a set of 
baby teeth that fall out and then have a set 
of adult teeth that need to last for the rest 
of their life! 

Caring for these teeth will help ensure 
your pet doesn't suffer from any of the 
problems associated with poor dental 
hygiene, 

• Plaque and tartar. 

• Swollen/painful gums, sometimes 
receding from the teeth leaving them 
loose or falling out. 

• Bad breath, caused by bacteria (not nice 
for them or us!). In severe cases the 
bacteria can enter the blood stream, 
potentially damaging internal organs. 

What can you do to help prevent 
dental disease? 

Brushing: We brush our teeth every day, 
so why not brush your pet's teeth too?! 

There are many different pet toothbrushes 
and toothpastes available. Don't use your 
own toothpaste as this is not safe for pets. 
It is best to start brushing your pet's teeth 
from a young age so they learn to accept 
it; however, it is possible to start slowly and 
gently with an older pet too. 




IVALJE | 


Diet: Feeding a biscuit diet that your pet 
has to crunch on can help to keep the teeth 
clean. There are many specially formulated 
dental diets that contain everything your 
pet needs. Dental chews can also be used 
to keep the teeth clean. Remember, these 
contain additional calories so reduce daily 
ration to allow for this. 



Anti plaque water additives: It is possible 
to add a special solution to your pet's drink¬ 
ing water. This contains antibacterial 
agents and an ingredient that helps stop 
plaque and tartar formation. This can be 
purchased from your Veterinary Surgery. 

Dental treatment: Sometimes it may be 
necessary for teeth to be cleaned at the 
vets. In order to examine the teeth and 
scale them, it is usually necessary for them 
to have a general anaesthetic. Some teeth 
may need to be removed during the proce¬ 
dure. This can be a lengthy and costly pro¬ 
cess and is not often covered by pet 
insurance. 

So prevention is definitely better than the 
cure! 

A Veterinary Nurse can check your pet's 
teeth (normally a free service), and will be 
able to advise you on the best dental care 
for your pet.

• Encourage gentle stroking at all times - no 
pulling, grabbing, heaving patting or sitting 
on! 

• Let your puppy sleep undisturbed. 
Puppies need a lot of sleep - being startled 
or woken regularly may begin to affect their 
behaviour and they may become irritable or 
defensive. 

• A good way to see if a puppy or dog would 
like to have a stroke is to ask them! When 
they are awake call them to you as opposed 
to approaching them. If they approach 
confidently, then this is there way of saying 
'yes' and if they stay where they are, they 
are politely declining your invitation and 
you can try again later. This is a really 
simple exercise that young children can 
carry out (once they are old enough to 
understand your instruction) and it enables 
your puppy or dog a choice in the matter 
too. 

• If either your puppy or child is having one 
of those days (too excitable, easily 
frustrated or just a bit boisterous!), then 
management is the key to avoiding 
accidents. Use your stair gate or dog crate 
and keep your puppy safely occupied with 
a tasty chew or stuffed Kong. When your 
baby, toddler or young child is napping or 
at nursery / pre-school, take this 
opportunity to ensure your puppy's needs 
are met by having some fun playing and 
training together. 

• Although it's important to ensure you have 
a 'safe' area your puppy can retreat to, as 
dogs are social creatures they will often 
choose to stay with their family even if they 
feel a bit overwhelmed. This is why crates 
are a fantastic option in this situation as you 
can safely pop them in there so they are still 
near to you and don't feel excluded.

SHAKESPEARE said"All 
the world's a stage" and 
for most of us, daily life 
involves a series of roles 
we have to portray in 
order to maintain equi¬ 
librium. 

We all have a fagade we 
put on to cover up inade¬ 
quacies or fears and 
when things go wrong, 
we merely dust ourselves 
off, paint on a smile and 
continue with our every¬ 
day tasks as if nothing 
has happened. 

With that in mind, I’ve 
started to try to assess 
those I interview in a dif¬ 
ferent way. It’s easy to 
judge and to assume 
someone is going to be a 


particular way, when, in 
fact, they turn out to be 
completely different. 

This week I completed 
two interviews, one with 
a well-known serious ac¬ 
tress and one with a 
young actor who is cur¬ 
rently touring the coun¬ 
try in a musical. I had 
expectations that the ac¬ 
tress would be quite hard 
to talk to and that the 
young chap would be 
fairly easy.

I’ve found as a general 
rule, most big celebrities

Next week I’m off to my 
first cabaret of the season 
and will review former 
Wicked star Rachel 
Tucker at the Brasserie 
Zedal in Picadilly Circus 
before I head to the Gar¬ 
rick to see Griff Rhys 
Jones, Mathew Horne 
and Lee Mack in The 
Miser. 

In the meantime, I will
